THE ARRANGEMENT OF THE BOOK. The most Logical 

classification, and one which admits of easy expansion of statement, is 
that adopted by James Fitz James Stephen, the eminent English Jurist. 
Mr. Bradner has followed the classification, with a few modifications 
made for practical reasons, and enlarged for the purpose of a more com- 
plete treatment of the subject. 

THE MANNER OF STATEMENT. Our text books on the 
law of Evidence owe their enormous bulk to the introduction of rules 
which properly belong to the subjects of pleading and practice. 

In statement he has not followed the model of Stephen, but has pur- 
sued the method of authors of treatises aiming at directness, clearness 
and brevity, but a fullness of statement sufficient to make the applica- 
tion of the text plain. 

Each Chapter is divided, where proper, into sub-heads, and then 
again into sections, until the subject is exhausted. This method of 
grouping subordinate rules around general rules is of great importance 
to a clear and easy handling of the subject, and assists materially in 
brevity and facility of reference.

DEPARTMENTS OF INSTR0CTION. 

The courses of study offered in the University are comprehended in four Departments, under 
the control of the Corporation, each Department being also under the administration of a distinct 
Faculty of instruction. The Departments are as follows : — 

THE DEPARTMENT OF PHILOSOPHY AND THE ARTS; including 

THE ACADEMICAL DEPARTMENT (Yale College), 

THE SHEFFIELD SCIENTIFIC SCHOOL. 

THE SCHOOL OF THE FINE ARTS, with a special organization, and 

THE COURSES FOR GRADUATE INSTRUCTION, under the combined 
Faculty of the Department. 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THEOLOGY; 
THE DEPARTMENT OF MEDICINE; 
THE DEPARTMENT OF LAW. 



GRADUATE INSTRUCTION. 

Graduates of this and other Colleges and Universities, and (in exceptional cases, by special per- 
mission) other persons of liberal education who are at least eighteen years old are received as students 
for longer or shorter periods, with or without reference to the attainment of a degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Philosophy, with the courses of the Graduate Department leading 
thereto, are open to candidates without distinction of sex. 

An executive committee has a general oversight of the students in this Department. The com- 
mittee this year is composed of Professors H. A. Newton, G. J. Brush, A. M. Wheeler, G. T. 
Laud, T. D. Seymour, and A. T. Hadlet. They receive the names of applicants for instruction, 
and judge and approve the courses of study proposed. Information may be obtained from Prof. A. 
T. Hadley. Yale University, New Haven, Conn., as to conditions, terms, etc. Students may also 
make special arrangements with any instructor according to their mutual convenience. All gradu- 
ate students not regularly enrolled in any other Department of the University, are required to reg- 
ister their names at the Treasurer's office at the beginning of each year of study. 

The courses are arranged under the following heads ; Psychology, Ethics and Philosophy ; 
History. Political and Social Science; Oriental Languages and Biblical Literature; Classical Phil- 
ology ; Modern Languages and Literatures ; Natural and Physical Science ; Pure and Applied 
Mathematics ; The Fine Arts ; Music ; Physical Culture. 

Instruction is given partly by lectures, partly by recitations and by oral and written discussions, 
partly by directing courses of reading, and partly by work in the laboratories and with instruments. 
There are also various voluntary associations, in which instructors and students meet together peri- 
odically for the reading of papers, oral discussions, etc.; such are, the Classical Club, the Mathe- 
matical Club, the Political Science Club, the Philosophical Club, the Semitic and Biblical Club, and 
the Modern Language Club.

The authors are experienced lawyers. Mb. Foster is widely known 
throughout the United States as the author of a treatise on Federal Practice, 
which has passed through two editions, and is generally recognized as not 
only the best treatise on practice in the United States courts, but also the best 
statement of American equity practice, as administered both in the State and 
Federal courts. Mr Abbot is a lecturer at the Metropolis Law School. 

The First Part is a treatise upon the New Income Tax, containing a full 
description of each step in the assessment and collection of the tax which is 
necessary on the part of the government or tax-payer in order to protect their 
respective rights. 

It contains also a Chapter on the constitutional objections to the Income 
Tax extracted from a work on Constitutional Law by Mr. Foster (now in 
the course of preparation), which cites the authorities for and against each 
constitutional objection that may be raised. 

The concluding Chapter upon Remedies of the Tax-payer is especially val- 
uable. It points out a way which was not discovered nor attempted by 
litigants under the former Acts, by which the validity of assessments can 
be reviewed before payment by the tax-payer. It had previously been gen- 
erally understood since the enactment of the statute forbidding injunctions 
against the assessment and collection of internal revenue taxes, that the tax- 
payer had no remedy in case he failed to convince the government adminis- 
trative officials of the injustice of the assessment, until he had paid the tax, 
when he was put to a long and tedious proceeding to recover it by a judgment 
against the collector, followed by repayment out of the treasury. This book 
points out a summary method by which before the tax is due any errors in the 
assessment may be corrected by legal proceedings. 

The Second Part contains a digest of all cases under the former Income 
Tax Laws, and all sections of those laws analogous to those in the present law. 
arranged under the corresponding language of the present Act, together 
with the former rulings of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and the 
important English cases, and some cases in State courts which throw light 
upon the subject. 

The Appendix contains so much of the Revised Statutes as bears upon 
the subject, and all the former Federal Income Tax Acts, together with the 
new Treasury Regulations, and the recent opinion of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, which construes the Act and upholds its constitution- 
ality. 

The Forms prepared by the Treasury Department are also inserted in 
their appropriate places in the first part of the work.
